I have more than 
enough for entirely new and nowwhsre indicated t« riininal ohnr g pa and convictions =, It iB 
truly tha most sen s at i onal material scko of which was officially suppressed* £ also have 
an extensive file on Jaworaki from the days whan he ran the Texas whitewash of the JFiC 
assassination, when he was himself CXi and a conduit for clandestine funds. do, whit if 
anything he will do is not predictable because I cannot now predict how he will conceive 
hia pe raonal intereata and how ha will : reconcile the conflicts of interest.
